5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains legal word- see 
previous office action. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 8-8-05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants, it appears, are solely arguing the claimed density of the 
laminated body. The examiner respectfully reminds applicants that the claimed 
invention is mostly directed to manipulative limitations -see claims 1-7. claims 10 and 
1 1 , requiring some density limitations are non-novel for reasons discussed in the 
previous office action and articulated by applicants' response. The examiner submits 
the reference teaches related densities whether same densities relate to cellular 
portions of the laminate or not is not readily ascertained from the references' obvious 
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combined teachings. Further, the office is in no position to determine experimentally 
whether or not, the subject matter known is the same as that known in the prior art. 
Accordingly, in such instances, this shifts the burden to the applicants who have the 
resources to make a clear distinction and better experimentally define the differences 
between the obvious teachings of the references and the claimed invention.
